THE CENTRALIZED 


SCHOOLS OF OHIO 


JHt'. MICHK.AN C O M M I U U E S KKi'OKT. 


This is the title of the report made 


by the Michigan committee of inves- 
tigation, consisting of Delos Fall, 
superintendent of public instruction 
for that State, and lion. A. E. Palmer, 
delegate from the 
Michigan 
State 


Grange. These gentlemen came down 
into Ohio last May to find out some- 
thing about our central school system, 
with the purpose of improving the 
rural schools of Michigan. 
Their 


report is the most comprehensive and 
interesting collection of data about 
our centralized .schools ever published. 
They confined their traveling princi 
pally to the Western Reserve because, 
to quote Mr. Palmer. "We 
found 


there the bulk of the centralized 
schools, and not only those in longest 
operation, but those in all stages of 
work and organization. 
Ohio schools 


were selected because our thirty-three 
fully organized and 150 partially cen- 
tralized townships offered the best op- 
portunity for study, and because our 
conditions were similar to Michigan 
conditions. 
The committee visited 


ten townships in Lake, Ashtabula and 
Trumbull counties, besides corres- 
ponding with parties in other counties. 


Centralization was first tried in Ohio 


in Kingsville, Ashtabula county, in 
1892, a special act of the legislature 
being passed to legalize this movement 
in 1894; later special acts allowed 
other townships to centralize, and two 
years ago a general law was passed. 


committee found the greatest

variety 
Lake-^cpunty, where centralization was 
begun m-1895. There "were original- 
ly sixteen" schools; now all except 
three have been centralized at five dif- 
ferent points, the unusual size of the 
township being unfavorable to any 
other system. In the center of the 
township is the little village of Madi- 
son, with 
a thoroughly oigamzed 


special district. Two adjoining sub 
districts had been abandoned, and the 
funds used to pay a tuition of $10 per 
pupil, and for transportation. The 
center of the school populate >u in tuis 
township is at North Mad.son, two 
miles north of Madison village, and at 
this point four schools were combined 
A wooden building, originally a store, 
was purchased and used forTne"sehool 
house. 
This school now has no 


pupils, in all grades from the first to 
the eleventh,, with a superintendent 
and two assistants. Three teams bring 
the pupils from one to three miles 
distant. 


The committee visited many of the 


patrons- of the school, and gathered 
the following testimony: 


•'Do not hear of any opposition; 


the new school does not cost as much 
as under the old system, and at that 
time we had no high school."

The schools are all under an effi 


cient township superintendent, Mr. J. 
R. Adams. 
Every school in this 


township was visited, many of the 
patrons were called upon, and the 
drivers interviewed. The North Mad- 
ison school is less expensive than un- 
der the old system; also the school 
south of Grand river. 
Others testi- 


fied that no change in expense had 
been noticed, but all were enthusiastic 
in agreeing that much better schools 
are the result. 


KINGSVILLE, TRUMBULL CO. 


The Michigan committee next vis 


ited the Kingsvihe schools, which 
were the first to be centralized in 
Ohio, having obtained permission in 
1892 by a special act of the legislature. 
Here was found another instance of 
partial centralization, South Kings- 
ville having a thoroughly organized, 
equipped and efficient school of twelve 
grades, including a fine high school 
of 74 pupils. The school has a fair 
library, and fairly good physics appar- 
atus 
The superintendent is a grad- 


uate of Oberlin College and receives 
$1,200 per year, the high school prin 
cipal receives $50 per month, and the 
grade teachers $30 per month. 
The 


graduating class this year numbered 
thirteen. 
The high school course of 


fers ,five terms in algebia, four in 
geometry, three in physics, three in 
general history, nine in Latin, two in 
botany, and the usual work in English 
physical geography, American history, 
rhetoric, literature, higher arithmetic, 
civics and grammar. Two flourishing 
literary societies hold public monthly 
meetings, and have contributed very 
distinctly to the development of pride 
in good literary work. These socie 
ties have raised more than $150 for 
he purchase of books and apparatus, 
for the school. 


The report does not state how many 


sub-districLschools were combined into 
this South Kingsville- school, but we 
learn from an article in the July, 1899^ 
Arena, that at first only three dismcts 
were included, but later a fourth asked 
to come in and was received. 
Up to 


this year only two districts (and these 
remote) in the south part of this town- 
ship have maintained separate schools, 
but at the April election this year 
these two, by a vote of six to one, de- 
cided to abandon their schools and 
send their pupils to the South Kings- 
viile school. 
The opposition came 


almost invariably from those who have 
no children to send or from those who 
do not care about educating their chil- 
dren. 
Only one man who has pupils 


to send, made objection, says the 
Michigan committee's report, and his 
protest was that his five year-old son 
is too young to ride so far. 


The route contracts are let to the 


lowest responsible bidders, the board 
reserving the right to give contracts to 
those fit to be entrusted with the care 
of the pupils. The driver has to sign 
a contract similar to that required of 
the Madison drivers. The price paid 
has been about $1.15 per day. 
The 


Arena article states that more bidders 
than contracts hav e always appeared. 
but a letter from a patron, published 
in the Michigan committee's report, 
asserts that some difficulty is experi- 
enced in obtaining desirable drivers, 
with good, strong teams, and light, 
comfortable wagons, at the price paid 
now. 
Each wagon carries from 18 to 


20 pupils. The results of the central- 
iz ition of the* South Kingsville schools 
are summed up thus: Very little ab- 
sence, attendance in some districts in- 
creased 50 to 100 per cent., practically 
no tardiness, more interest and greater 
progress in studies: belter literary ad-

vided For Women— Other Feature* 
of the Contrivance. 
L. R. Wlnslow of Kansas City, Mo., 


has on exhibition in the Fullertou 
building at St. Louis a voting machine 
which he has patented, says the Globe- 
Democrat of that city. Mr. Winslow 
brought his machine to, St. Louis be- 
cause be had heard much of elections 
there and thought some automatic de- 
vice might be needed. 


Ihe appearance of the machine, with 


the booths which constitute a part o£ 
the contrivance, is quite attractive. 
Hardwoods, highly polished, are used. 
Steel, aluminium and other rigid ma- 
terials are employed in the construc- 
tion of the machine proper, which in 
its working , very much resembles a 
big cash register or an adding machine. 


The machine registers and counts 


automatically as cast the vote for each 
candidate; it also registers and counts 
the votes for or against any special 
proposition, such as a constitutional 
amendment, etc. It counts and regis- 
ters as cast the total number of votes 
cast by voters of each party and at 
the same time shows the total number 
of votes cast by all who have entered 
the booths and have Voted. Visible 
registers at all times show just how 
many have entered the booth, how 
many have voted, and, to enable the 
separation of man or woman, two 
separate dials present the figures as to 
each. 


The inventor claims that his machine 


can be readiiy and quickly adjusted for 
class voting, for minority representa- 
tion voting, cumulative voting and for 
restricted voting, where, as in Kansas, 
certain officers are voted for by the 
women, while they are not permitted to 
vote for certain others, such as presi- 
dential electors, congressmen, etc. As 
each voter enters the booth a lever un- 
locks the keys, which are operated by 
the voter "cash register fashion''— by 
pushing them. When a key is pushed, 
all other corresponding keys on oppos- 
ing tickets become locked. The key, 
once pushed in, is also locked until the 
next \ oter enters the booth. This pre- 
vents the repeating of a vote. 
To 


guard against possible manipulation, 
when a key is touched all the others on 
the same row become locked, but the 
registering apparatus does not operate 
until the whole of the ticket has been 
voted and the voting key itself been 
locked by the entrance of another vot- 
er. The wome,n enter by a door prQr 
vided for them, and their vote likewise 
is kept apart and registered separately 
from those cast by the men. 


In order to facilitate the casting of a 


ballot the straight party tickets are ar- 
ranged side by side, and each has a 
separate color, which can be followed 
easily by the voter, who would find it 
next to impossible to make a mistake. 
However, a voter may "scratch'' a 
ticket, and for this is provided an extra 
row, with blank slips for convenience. 


Mr. Winslow claims that unless the 


machine is intentionally injured by a 
voter while in the booth it cannot fail 
to work. Heavy penalties arc inflicted 
for a misdemeanor of this character. 
The inventor has spent ten years per- 
fecting his machine.

Reed, leaned over to him and said:

A look of offended surprise came over 


the ex-speaker's round face. "Sir," said 
he in tones of stern rebuke^ "you forget 
that when I counted a quorum there al- 
ways was a quorum." 


One of Mr. Reed's visits to Washing-1 


ton was rtfadfr just after the withdraw- 
al of his successor. Speaker Henderson, ! 
from the congressional race in Iowa. A 
newspaper correspondent espied Mr. 
Reed standing on the opposite side of 
the street contemplating the sky. The 
correspondent knew that it would be a 
difficult matter to induce Mr. Heed to 
talk about his successor, so instead of 
accosting the ex-speaker at once he 
walked up and down the block for five 
minutes, framing an appeal which 
should touch the Maine man's heart. 


Having composed an artful, skillful 


address, he crossed, the street to wliere 
Mr. Reed was still standing. It was his 
intention to prevent Mr. Reed from in- 
terrupting by pouring out his entire ar- 
gument, explaining the reasons why it 
was a patriotic-duty for Mr. Reed to 
talk before the latter could get in a 
word. He carried out his scheme suc- 
cessfully. It took three minutes to .de- 
liver the address, and Mr~ Reed did not 
get a chance to interrupt It was such 
a convincing argument that the corre- 
spondent did not see how Mr. Reed 
could refuse to talk. 


Mr. Reed'seemed moved. Instead of 


abruptly refusing to talk, as had at first 
teen his evident intention, he looked up 
ait the sky and began to think.

MME. CHANG'S MISSION 


Crossed Ocean to Learn How 


to Help Koreans. 


WOULD MODEBNIZE OLD NATION. 


High ClaM Woman of the Hermit 


Kingdom Expect* to Hemolu In the 
United State* Several Year* and 
Will Them Return to the Orient to 
Superintend Schools. 


The desire to acquire an American 


education, to enjcy American customs 
and to imbibe American sentiment has 
brought Mme. Chang all the way from 
Korea to San Francisco, says the St. 
Louis Republic. The quaint little crea- 
ture is the first high class -woman of 
her nation to cross the ocean for an 
American education. 


In her shnple way she tells how all 


the real happiness of her life came 
through the teachings of Americans, 
and she wants to speak the language, 
read the literature and live the life of 
the people of this republic. 


It required just two years to con- 


vince Chang Sebang, her legal lord, 
that a peep at the world and a hit of 
education would not utterly ruin the 
wife. But the lady's logic was not only 
good, but persuasive, and here she is, 
with her child, domiciled as a parlor 
boarder at the Methodist mission. It 
is the intention of Mme. Chang to re- 
main there a year or more until she has 
mastered English sufficiently to take 
up some lines of the higher education. 


Mme. 
Chang's father, the late Ye Se- 


bang, was one of the most prominent 
men in the Wueyo province. He was a 
rice grower, and the plantation on 
which he made his home was at Nam- 
changne. Her husband's family, which 
is rich and powerful, lives Bear the 
same town. 
/ 


"I never saw my husband until I 


stood by him for the marriage cere- 
mony," she said through an interpreter 
in comparing some of the Korean cus- 
toms with those of the advanced na- 
tions. 


"I was just fourteen years old, and 


as I had been raised with the idea that 
my father would select a desirable per- 
son I peeped at the bridegroom with 
approval. Suppose I had not liked his 
looks afnd refused to marry him? Oh, 
such a thing could not have been. A 
Korean girl would not dare— why, she 
would not even think of such an act of 
rebellion. There's no 'sweet pea' girl- 
hood in my country. When a girl of 
the better class reaches her seventh 
year, she goes into seclusion and is 
housed and under restraint until she is 
fourteen. Then she is married. After 
that she may visit friends, but she is 
not permitted to speak with a man. 


"There is no social intercourse be- 


tween men and women. The men have 
most ,of their life with men and the 
women theirs with women. It will be 
a telling step in the advancement of 
my country when social conditions are 
modernized. One of the old customs of 
the capital, Seoul, has been abolished, 
and this indicates progress along the 
right line. This custom forbade men 
on the streets after sunset From that 
time until 3 o'clock women were al- 
lowed the freedom of the town to walk 
or visit Death was the penalty for a 
man who broke this law. The women, 
attended by their wards, went in par- 
ties, and every one carried a pretty lan- 
tern. Those hours were selected so that 
the promenading of the women should 
not interfere with the business life of 
the city. 


"Unlike the other oriental women, 


the Korean after marriage has a dis- 
tinct place in the household and a 
voice in all matters pertaining to her 
family. She must be consulted, and 
her views carry weight with the hus- 
band. She is an important factor in 
the home life, but in the community 
she is a nonentity. 


"Strange as it may seem, the Korean 


woman has no name of her own. Here 
I am called Mme. Chang, and I like 
that and wish I might always, be ad- 
dressed by my husband's name- At 
home I am Kenug Sin Omanie. That 
means 'mother of Kenug Sin,' my child. 
If I had no offspring. I would have no 
name. A girl is sometimes given a nick- 
name when a baby, but this is dropped 
when she is married. My baby name 
was Loving Bough. 


"The latest social innovation is the 


family meal. Formerly the men and 
women never ate together. The wife 
and daughters had their meals togeth- 
er, and the father ate with the sons. 
All who have adopted the new way of 
having family breakfasts and dinners 
find it so delightful that I think after 
awhile it will be universal. 


"Korea is not ns stubborn as China, 


and I believe in time she will yield and 
become modernized. Christianity has 
taken a tremendous bold on the people, 
who arc eager to adopt the new cus- 
toms along with the new religion. ' 


"I do not know bow Ions I shall re- 


main in this country. Likely several 
years, for I wish to prepare myself ns 
a teacher and do what I can for tlie 
enlightenment of the women of Korea. 
Of coarse I cannot go around teaching, 
lint I raay or»en and superintend 
schools- I intend to instruct the women 
of my class in my own borne. 


"I used to be a pagan, and very 


faithfully did I worship the dcviJ. It 
was all a mistake. I shall endeavor to 
persuade my countrywomen lo look up 
instead of down for spiritual in«Ti5ra- 
lion."
